tenay, was discover ed in 1860; and since that 
eventful epoch in the history of British Colam- 
bis-it has largely monopolised the attention | of 
both Government and people. To the construc- 
tion of roads in that direction , probably little 
short of two million: -Millars of tlie public money 
has been applied, while to that centre of attrac- 
tion all classes of the population have rushed, 
And what has been the result of all this concen- 
tration of thought and effort? We have the an- 
swer, emphatic enough for our purpose, in the 
éfidx of popilation witnessed every year, but 
mofe especially during 1861-2, when over 20,- 
000 persons left our shores with gloom: upon 
their brow and muttered curses upon their tongue.
